Gentlemen: 

The  financial  transactions  for  the  State  Water  Conservation  Board,  including 
the  activities  of  the  State  Planning  Board,  are  covered  in  the  following  report  for 
the  period  July  1,  1958  to  and  including  June  30,  1959.  Project  expenditures  are 
given  for  this  fiscal  period  and  also  show  the  Board's  present  investment  in  each 
project. 

The  total  gross  expenditures  for  the  period  amounted  to  $727,225.74..  Of  this 
amount  the  sum  of  $62,204.00  was  disbursed  in  the  interest  of  Rural  Electrification, 
leaving  the  sum  of  $665,021.74  for  the  Water  Conservation  program,  which  includes 
v39, 532.65  for  Planning  Board  activities.  June  claims  unpaid  amounted  to  $62.12. 

The  total  income  and  refunds  to  the  special  revolving  fund  amounted  to 
$147,630.64,  which  was  from  the  following  sources: 

Interest  Income  $   954.98 
Reimbursement  for  Services  Rendered  Rural 

Electrification  Projects  55,479.18 

Various  Water  Conservation  Projects  91,196.48 

After  deducting  the  income  and  refunds  identified  above  it  left  a  net 
expenditure  for  the  year  of  $579,532.98  comprised  of  068,750.00  from  the  adminis- 
trative funds,  $39,532.65  for  the  Planning  Board,  $80,000.00  from  revolving  fund 
(general)  and  the  sum  of  $457,714-14  from  Betterment,  Repairs  and  New  Construction. 

With  reference  to  our  special  revolving  fund  we  have  expenditures  of 
$81,166.83  and  income  of  $147,630.64,  leaving  a  net  increase  of  $66,463.81,  with 
a  balance  to  be  carried  over  for  the  next  period  of  $116,269.43. 

As  this  is  the  end  of  the  biennium  the  following  balances  reverted  on 
June  30  to  the  State's  General  Fund:

Total       $53,318.81 

Income  from  various  Water  Conservation  Projects,  bond  issues  of  which  were 
purchased  from  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation,  amounted  to  $146,562.72. 
The  balance  carried  over  from  the  previous  year  was  $9,135.59,  making  the  sum  of 
$155,698.31  available  during  the  period,  of  which  $147,872.00  was  applied  to  the 
payment  of  interest  coupons  and  principal,  along  with  the  sum  of  $2,832.96 
received  from  projects  on  which  the  bond  issues  have  been  fully  redeemed,  making 
a  total  deposit  to  the  Water  Conservation  Revenue  Bond  Fund  No.  198  for  the  year 
of  $150,704.96.  This  sum  reverted  to  the  General  Fund  on  June  30th. 

Trustee  Fees  paid  to  the  banks  amounted  to  $1,265.01.  The  remaining 
balances  amounting  to  $3,728.34  were  on  deposit  in  various  water  funds  in  the 
trustee  banks  as  of  June  30. 

A  full  and  complete  summary  of  the  operation  of  the  revenue  bonds  is 
contained  later  in  this  report.  An  individual  analysis  of  the  financial  condition 
of  each  bond  issue  showing  total  receipts,  disbursements  and  status  of  water 
purchase  contracts  outstanding  is  shown. 


Statements  of  other  bond  issues  not  included  in  the  purchase  from  the 
Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation,  namely  the  towns  of  Charlo,  Highwood  and  Brady 
are  also  included. 

An  annual  audit  of  each  water  users'  association  is  made  by  the  undersigned 
reconciling  our  records  with  those  of  the  association.
